Ex-Dean Henry, U. W., Finds 
Skeleton of Ancient Woman 


(By ihe Associated Press) 


CARASOTA, Fla.—Dr. W. A. Henry, noted agriculturist 
»-' and educator, formerly dean of the college of agriculture 
at the University of Wisconsin, today brought here from his 
winter home at.the extreme end of Little Sarasota Key, a 
well .preserved skeleton declared to be that of a woman of 
the lost tribe of "Abanakis", extinct 700 years, according to 
scientists. The Abanakis, the aboriginees of this part of 
the North American continent, were the original mound 
builders of southern Florida and were sun worshippers. 


The skeleton had been preserved by lime deposits, it 


was explained. Every tooth was perfect and in yflace, with- 
out cavities or trace of decay. The body evidently had been 
buried in a squatting position.

left behind by the flood and fire late

Central Ave Hot Springs' main 
thoroughfare and the chief stream- 
bed of the swirling flood, was open 
to traffic.

Guests' were 
trapped in the Marquette Hotel the 
largest structure destroyed by the 
fire, but escaped when the flames 
sent them into the torrent which 
had been Central Ave. With chil- 
dren in their arms or held aloft 
above the flood, men and women 
braved the stream and waded or 
swam to safety. Ropes 
hastily 
stretched by firemen at 
intervals 


across the flooded street brought 
many to safety. 


Property loss was still undeter- 


mined today though estimates con- 
fidently placed it between one and 
two millions.

drev?3 church, on sun eclipses, "for 
on Sept. 8 there will be a total 
eclipse visible in San 
Diego, Los 


Angeles, and other points." ' 
Prof. Steb'.bins has made ..a study 


[of eclipses, having been on three 
" expeditions to'' obtain photographs. 
In telling' his experiences, he said 
that he had waited nearly 20 years 
for the eclipse in 1918, and it was 
over in ninety three seconds. In 
1300 Prof. Stebbins went to Geor- 
gia to photograph the sun at the 
time of the eclipse, in 1905 to Lab- 
rador, and 1918 to Wyoming. 
He 


stated that he will i>e in California 
this fall by some means or other. 


"It is well worth the trip to any 


place to be able to view the -phen- 
omena of an eclipse. Two minutes 
is the average length of time, al- 
though last year an Australian ex- 
pedition were rbla to get a position 
where the eclipse lasted five minr 
utes.

county system of relief. The pres- 
ent law graduates the amount pay- 
able as an annual pension, provid- 
ing for the payment of not to ex- 
ceed $150 -to a blind person and 
not to exceed $300 to a person 
blind and deaf, in case such per- 
son has an annual income between 
$50 and $250, but in case of an 
annual income of 
less than $50, 


the pension shall not exceed $300 
to the Wind, and if both Wind and 
deaf, the pension eh-all not exceed 
$600. 


"The maximum benefit payable 


to a person both Hind . and deaf 
under the 
present 'law is .$600, 


making a. total avail-able income to

"Furthermore, a sound and valid 


objection to this bill can be based 
upon the fact that the 'bill confers 
upon a committee of the county 
board legislative power.

not make such a delegation to a 
committee of the county board, and 
how far a court

ROSS WRITES NEW TEXT 


Sociology Professor CoUects Material in Mexico 


For Book 


"It was very exjciting indeed to 


spend an evening talking with the 
Archbishop of Mexico, and then the 
next day to lunch with several rev- 
olutionary chiefs who had attempt- 
ed to kill the same Archbishop sev- 
eral years ago." This was the 
statement mado by Professor E. R. 
Ross of the sociology department in 
explaining how he collected: the 
material for his new book, "The 
Social Revolution in Mexico!/' which 
has just been published. 


Prof. Ross spent only 11 weeks in 


Mexico gathering material for his 
new book, and while there hs 
studied carefully the conditions of 
that country. "I talked with the 
Governor, the judges, ministers, 
missionaries, teachers, and with ev- 
eryone whose opinions were 'at all 
valuable," said Prof. Ross.

The startling- fact is 
brought out that there i» not one 
savings bank in all of Mexico; dn« 
to the great popularity of the lot- 
teries."Pulque, an alcoholic drink, is 
another terrible disease in Mexico, 
but I believe that prohibition is not 
very far away, for they realize the 
dangers of alcoholism. The revolu- 
tion hag cleared away many of the 
old abuses, however, and it is hoped 
that Mexico will now build, herself 
up to a state of continual 
peace,"

HURE recently appeared in one of 


Uie reactionary papers of the state 


& communication by one • of Wisconsin's 
richest employers setting forth his ob- 
jections to the Huber measure. He con- 
tended that' the bill, if passed, will breed 
loafers, destroy initiative and that it will 
ioad a burden on industry which busi- 
ness cannot carry. He maintained fur- 
ther that the bill is the product of radi- 
cals and that it is un-American and will 
drive industry out of the state. 


The writer of the communication is so 


typical of the employers in Wisconsin 
who are opposing the Huber bill that we 
ibelieve that it will be illuminating here- 
with to set down some facts that reveal 
the background and the point of view of 
those men in industry who are opposing 
this measure. Thirty years of acquaint- 
ance with this employer enable us to 
write with familiarity of his social views 
and point of view generally.

eake of convenience we shall designate 
this employer as _\Ir. A. 
T 


WENTY-FIVE years ago, in Wiscon- 
sin, the human idea began to creep 


into industry. A public conscience was 
aroused that demanded the principle 
that human life be held more important 
than private profits. 
To this end, em- 


ployers were told that they would have 
to install safety appliances in their fac- 
tories to prevent accidents, that exces- 
sive hours injuring the health of work- 
ers must not be exacted and that men 
c-mpioyed in the cutting of timber must 
DU given sanitary conditions in which to 
live. 


We recall well the reaction of Mr. A., 


who is now opposing unemployment in- 
surance, to these new demands twenty- 
five years ago. 
He publicly maintained 


that he would be driven from the'state 
if he were compelled to make the changes 
in his factory and mills. He argued that 
the .cost of installing- safety appliances 
on his machinery would be prohibitive 
and that he would be unable to compete 
•with factories 
in 
other 
states. He 


charged that the demands were the re- 
sult of irresponsible agitators and radi- 
cals. 


In the section of the city where the 


working men lived, the toll to industry 
in' Mr. A.'s town was a sorry picture. 
Men and boys could be found by the 
score who were minus a hand, who had 
lost an eye and who had suffered mutila- 
tion and disfigurement in many ways. 
Each year men died by the scores from 
the epidemics of smallpox and typhoid 
which were annual occurrences in the 
filthy conditions hi the lumber cump_. 


The public mind, with these conditions 


in mind, became insistent that life should 
not be needlessly sacrificed on the altar 
of industrial greed. 
Safety appliances 


were 
installed. Lumber camps were 


cleaned up. This was done in spite of 
the dire predictions of calamity on the 
part of Mr. A. 


And Mr. A.? He is still doing busi- 


ness—and richer and more prosperous 
than ever. His company adjusted itself 
to the new demands and the company is 
making more money today than it did 
in 1900.

R. A. is now opposing unemploy- 
ment insurance in the same man- 


ner that he opposed compensation insur- 


. aiice, safety appliances and sanitary con- 
ditions in lumber camps. 


-One of the strange things about some 


employers is their inclination to be 
penurious in their treatment of employes 
while they lavish money in other direc- 
tions. 


Mr.'A. has always been a low wage em- 


ployer. -He has sought to ingratiate him- 
selJMnto his community, however, by 
giying sums of money for churches and 
parks and posing as a public spirited citi- 
ieh, 


• 
€an Mr. A. afford to cooperate in the 


fiel'd of unemployment insurance and to 
giv« that peace and contentment of se- 
curity in a job which his employes have 
heretofore never had ? 
: 


. Mr. A. could do that on the money that 


he takes out of the pay envelojies of his 
men to erect churches and parks /bearing 
his name. Several yeara ago he built 
a home for a daughter and son-in-law 
costing more than $50,000. These two 
youngsters tired of the .place^ in a few 
years and left for the more congenial 
climes of Florida. The sons and daugh- 
ters and grandchildren of Mr. A. are 
showered with automobiles and the lux- 
uries of life to a degree that is beyond 
reason. Mr. A. could take one-tenth of 
the money which he expends in this man- 
ner, each year and make his employes 
happier and more contented by adopting 
unemployment insurance. If Mr. A. had 
taken the $50,000 which he squandered 
on the big home which his daughter and 
son-in-law left and had placed it in the 
pay envelopes of his men more sunshine 
would have been brought into the world.

Reply on Hotel Girls 


Madison Woman Says That Regulation Of 


Hours In Hotels Was Necessary. 


[To The Editor]—I -would like to address a 


few remarks to "A Club Woman, Green Lake', 
Wis.," w:th regard to her article on The Hotel 
till on May 12.' 


First I wish she -would explain the meaning 


of class legislation. 


It seems to the writer that if there has been 


any class legislation it has been against the 
women in hotels, as there has been a law for 
the. past 11 years regulating the hours of la- 
bor in all branches of industry excepting the 
hotels. If it is right that women in other in- 
dustries should be protected, I can see no rea- 
son -why -women employed in hotels are not 
entitled to the same protection. 


It might be well at this time to restate the 


terms of the law. The term "place of employ- 
ment" shall mean and include any manufac- 
tory, mechanical or mercantile establishment, 
laundry, HOTEL, 
restaurant, 
confectionery 


store, or telegraph or telephone office or ex- 
change, or any express or transportation es- 
tablishment. 


Women in all these industries have 
come 


under this law for the past 11 nyea,rs, except 
hotel women. 


She says: "If you must have an eight hour' 


•a'w'> £°t away from class legislation and have 
the law apply to sanitariums, hospitals, etc." 
As for the hospitals, I am told that the nurses 
are not waiting for the kindness of hospital 
managers, or for legislation, but are organiz- 
irg themselves and arc refusing to.'workmore 
than eight hours. 


Personally, I think that the housing 
and 


1'eedin.or question is troubling hotel men more 
thar. the question of hours, as the girls have 
been given the dark, ill-smelling, unventilated 
rooms which could not be rented to guests. 
Sometimes as many as live or six girls sleep 
in one room and of course this will have to be 
changed since the law has been passed. 
In 


many instances the girls are forced to eat 
their meals in dark, damp basement kitchens 
and their food is very poor. If this treatment 
of hotel girls is an example of humanity or 
fair dealing on the part of hotel men, I do not 
understand the meaning of the word. 


In her article A Club Woman says: "Ihave 


yet to regret 'that anyone of them has suf- 
fered either physically or morally from work 
in any way connected with hotel work. Few 
bave failed in standards or physically and those 
failures were due to influences other than ho- 
tel work, experienced while having their fling 
during hours off." In other words, it would 
have been far better if those girls lhad worked 
24 hours a day, and had never had any hours 
off. I cannot follow that line of reasoning. 


I hope thnt we will go on regulating 
the 


hours of labor for women, wherever it seems 
necessary, in every industry, and that we will 
do everything possible to improve their con- 
dition.—Miss Minnie. Abrams, AVomen's Trade 
Union League, Mad.ison, Wis.
